the Negro got brave and dared the spirit to put 
him in tne closet. - It was no sooner said than ex- 
ecüted.. The now thoroughly frightened Negro 
was grabbed by unseen hands and dragged 
into the closet and the door shut in his face. The 


`- nodige occasioned by the scullle was sullicient to 


convince the most gceptical that there were two 
. persons near the closet, It was very amusing: to 
those present, who were more amused at the Ne- 
: gro exclaiming, after kicking open the door and 
springing out of the closet, "1 thought they would 
take a dare, but they won't" Mr, Ailen explained 
thàt that. was exactly his brother's disposition 
"while here. The spirits name was “dùd,” and 
the irrepressible Negro persisted in calling him 
" Eddie" Mr. Allen told him that nothing would

tinguished from. the others. Among these was 
a little five year old son of Mr. and Mrs. Cla- 
rence Deane, whose tiny yet rapid tappings could 
be distinctly heard. This was the only spirit that 
inSpired no fear to the Negro, and at the request 
of the parents, he would pat the medium's hand 
and place his face against the back of his hand, 
80 that he could feel his soft warm cheek and 
ear. At their request he also tried to whisper in 
his ear, producing a whistling sound, that could 
be plainly heard by all present. To accomplish 
these feats, and from the fact that they could be 
heard to drop to the floor frequently, we became 
convinced that they were materialized. Consid- 
ering the circumstances under which this won- 
derful development has been accomplished, we 
think it is somewhat remarkable, and we regret 
very muth that Mr. Deane expects soon to leave 
our city, to take up his residence in Texas. May. 
the good work go on and truth be verified. -

< Writers of any. age. In this brief account of- him 
and his vast labors, we can see the träcks of those 
Chiristian devils who: destroyed so much of the 
literature produced between B. C. 500 and A.D. 
325, and especially everything, during that peri- 
od, of a historical character, which showed the 
falsity of Hebrew and Christian theology!
